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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument that the EP '144 reference 
teaches 'diblock' copolymers, rather than the , triblock , copolymers of instant claim 1 , was not persuasive since Applicants have not 
demonstrated any superior results through the inclusion of triblock copolymers resulting in a patentable distinction over the reference 
teachings. Applicant's argument that "none of the references disclose any of the specific rheology enhancers in combination with an 
emollient and structurant in the amounts of instant claim 1" was not persuasive since suitable amounts can be determined through 
manipulative experimentation to obtain optimal results, as these are variable parameters. Moreover, the argument that the prior art does 
not teach the instant rheological enhancers as claimed was not persuasive since the prior art teaches the use of alternative effective 
rheology enhancers, (i.e., polyisobutylene) for use in the same field of endeavor as the Applicant. It remains the position of the Examiner 
that the instant invention, when taken as a whole, would have been prima facie obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, given the 
teachings of the cited art of record. 
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
